Interesting Experiments 
From ‘the'Boston Journal of Chemistry | 
we clip the following interesting aud in- | 
structive experiment in electricity: — 
“Procure four glass tumblers or common | 
glazed teacups, and haying wiped them as 
dry as possible, hold them over the fire to 
evaporate any moisture which may still | 
adhere to their surface, for if there is the 
least moisture it makes a connection and 
spoila the experiment. Place them on the 
floor in a square, about one foot upart, and 
place a small board upon them, and have | 
4 person standing upon it% This person is | 
now completely insulated, the glass being | 
& non-conductor of electricity. Now take 
4 common rubber comb, and having wound 
@ piece of silk around one end of it, rubit| 
briskly through your hair, and draw the 
teeth parallel to the insulated persons’ hand, 


| The result will be a sharp cracking noise, | 
and, if dark, there will be seen a succession | 
of sparks. Repeat the process until the | 
{ phenomenon ceases. The person is now 
‘charged’ with electricity the same as a | 
Leyden jar. Todraw off the electricity, 
approach your knuckles to the person's 
hands or nose, (being careful not to allow | 
any portion of your body to come in con- | 
| tact with his,—and there will be a loud | 
snap and the sparks will be very brilliant. 


If a cut be held so that the charged person | ,

New Militia Orders. 


The following new Militia Orders have 
been promulgated, How far they will be 
adheared to, itis difficult to say. Similar 
| orders have been made before, and broken 
almost as soon as published. Perhaps the 
new Adjt.-General will be more circum 
spect and strict in seeing that bis orders 
are acted upon ; 


The Militia General Order No. 2, of the 
6th April, 1866, cancelling general orders of 
the 18th of May and 1st of August, 1861, 
| with respect to brevet promotions, is can- 
celled, and the following regulations will 
govern all promotions to brevet rank in the 
active force:

First—Henceforth the rank of Major 
shall be granted only after five yearsactual 
service as captain of a corps, which is fully 
uniformed and efficient in every respect, 

Second—Henceforth promotion to the 
rauk of Lieutenant-Colonel in the militia 
will be granted only to officers who have 
served flve years consecutively as Majors at 
the head of one or more corps, who are 
fully uviformed and efficient in every re- 
Spect, thus requiring ten years to attain the 


| rank of Lieutenant-Colonel from the time 
of first sppointment as Captain. 
jIn either case this promotion will 


be granted only to officers who have duly 
qualified. 

Third—Officers of the active force will 
not be permitted to retain their rank on 
retiring unless they have seryed five years 
therein, three years of aaid period consean- 
tively as an officer. Thetwo last years to 
be in the grade held at time of such retire- 
ment, subject, however, to the provisions of 
the 82nd clause of the Militia Act,

Thrilling Adventure. 


AN EXPRESS CAR ON FIRE—NARROW ESCAPE 
OF THE MESSENGER, 


On Saturday evening «thrilling adven- 
ture befel the messenger inchurge of the 
car of the American Express Company, on 
the night express train from Erie to Buffalo 
Shortly after leaving the former place, he 
discovered, to his constervation, that the 
contents of the can were on fire.

Edward Rouchard is a native of Quebec, | 
having been born there on Christmus Day, 
1923. His immediate vicinity to the salt | 
water and the irresistable attractions of | 
ocean commerce to him, also often employ- | 
ed about the shipping, determined him to | 
make the sea his path of life.

What are Cloves. 


Cloves are tho unopened 
amall evergreen tree that resembles ‘in ap 
pearance the laurel or tho bay, Itiea na- 
tive of the Molucca or Spice Islands, but 
has been carried to all tho warmer parts of 
the world, and is now largely cultivated in 


the tropical regions of America ‘he flow 


ers are amall in size, and grow in large 
numbors in clusters at the very ends of the 
branches, Tue cloves we use are the flow 
ers gathered before they have opened, and 
whilSt they are atili green, After 
gathered, thoy are smoked by a wood fire, 
and then dried in the sun Each 
consists of two parts, around head, which 
is the four petala or leaves of the flower 
rolled up, inclosing & number of small 
atalks or filaments; tho other part of the 
clove is terminated with tour points, and is 
“Yn fact the dower cup and the unripe seed 
vessel, All these parts may be distinctly 
shown. if a few cloves are soaked for 
short time in Lot water, when the leaves of 
“the flowers soften, and readily unroll. The 
smell ot cloves is very strong and aromatic; 
but not unpleasant; their taste when un- 
mixed with other substances, 1s pungent 
acrid and lasting. Both the taste and smell 
of cloves depend on the quantity of oil they 
contain; that isso great that it

may be 
pressed out with the flanger. Sometimes the 
oilis separated from the cloves before they 
are sold, and the odor and taste in conse- 
quence is much weakened by such uafuair

‘Keep warm,’ said he, “whatever you 


do, Heat is life, and cold is death,’ 


“This is just the season tor people to be 
ill. They will have dysentery,or some such 
disturbance. Perspiration is checked, di- 
gestions hindered, and then the mischief is 
thrown in upon the internal organs. But 
if people will only keep warm, there is 
littledanger. Put on moreclothing. Keep 
warm, Ifthere is pain or irritation, put a 
piece of extra flannel on the bowels. They 
understood that for our soldiers, and those 


flannel aprons saved many life. 


* Keep the feet warm. If the circulation 


is languid, that is one of the first signs 


coldness of the extremeties. And people 
often have an idea that they wiil toughen 
aod barden themselves, which is all very 
well, if they will not harden themselves 


into their graves. 


* Many a one tries to sleep with the feet 
cold. It’s no use; such sleep does little 
good. Keep warm. Have a hot brick,a 


bottle of hot water, a soapstone. 


‘No, there 1s little danger of forming the 
habit of depending on it. In time, the 
circulation may be better,and the extra heat 
only resorted to whenit is needed. But 
half the people live with cold feet, and 
then they haye headaches and all sorts of 
disturbances, and they want medicine 
forsooth—as if any magic of medicine 
would creep up into their brains and draw 


away the pain, 
* How to restore the circulation ? 


* Well, the best remedy I know for cold 
feet is, plenty of exercise and good diges- 
tion. But if you can’t live on exercise and 
have to write, for instance, this will help. 


Te is the best thing I know : 


‘Have a pail of hot water and one of 
_ cold, side by side, Pluoge the feet into 
hot water, as liot as you can bear it for 
five minutes. Then straight into the cold 
water for one minute or less. Then rub 
them briskly, and put on warm, dry stock 
ings. They will glow asif they had been 
into a Russian bath, as, indeed, they have.’

This coffin was so constructed as to 

prevent ventilation in summer and permit 

the winds of winter to play “ Rule Britan- 

pia” through the doors and bars. This 

‘treatment was surely doing the work my | 
English torturers expected—hastening me 

to my grave. So apparent and shockin 
were their cruelties that Doctor Dixon, the 
prison physician, was at last compelled to 
cry out against it, and reported to the chief 
warden of my treatment; also that I was 
not getting sufficient food to sustain me. 
The doctor's protest brougbt neither change 
of treatment nor diet. These 
liberty, slaves and toadies to English power, 
threw open my prison doors, ceased the 
authority to longer starve and torture me 
when satisfied by my shattered physical 
condition that I walked from their dun- 
geon to my grave. In conclusion, I ask 
the careful attention of every person in this 
hall to-night to the facts in my case. I 
was tried on three separate counts, First, 
that I was an American citizen; second, 
that being an American citizen, I went 
to Canada to levy war; third, that I 
was foundin the company of evil 
posed persons in Canada. To the 
first I pleaded guilty, and repeat here, that 
Laman American citizen. 
Tanswer by the death of my brother, the 
testimony of Bishop Luer's the clergymen 
of St. Jacques, and Mr. Rodier, a lawyer in 
the city of Montreal, which shows beyond 
doubt that my visit to Cunada was to set- 
tle the property affairs of that deceased 
brother, Peter McMahon.

Happily, few cases, us y have 
fatal. The disease seems to yield readily 
to remedies. Sulphur and saltpetre are 
given internally, and het tar applied to 
the lower sores on the legs, and camphor 
and alum ojntment to the udder, &o.— 
Various other remedies are used. Some- 
thing healing, and that will keep away the 
flies seems be best. 

We should very much like to know what 
the disease is, and all about it. Some at~ 
tribute it to the flies, which have been ter- 
‘ible the latter part of this season, in con- 
junction with so much wet, But it pre- 
yails on hills as well as lowlands, and 
unless we have some new specie of fly, why 
should they be more venomous than before ? 

Tf the animal isin high condition, make 

no change in its feed; if, on the contrary 
it is in a low state of health, give nourish- 
ing food, such as sliced Swedish turnips 
and mangel wurtzle, in equal proportion 
twice a day,and give a large wine glass full 
of cold drawn linseed oil in a drench, early 
in the morning, before the cow has been 
fed in the stall, Dress the cracks with 
creosote liniment twice or evyea thice daily 
and shelter the animal from all extremes 
of weather. In from five to fifteen days all 
symptoms of the disease will have disap- 
peared, 

The cause of this disease is supposed to 
be the bites of flies that have fwed on putrid 
matter and, resting on the cattle in swarms, 
have bitten them so severely as to effect the 
blood. In 1864, the heat was excessive for 
some weeks at the end of summer and dur 
ing the early part of autumn, in the south 
ot Ireland, and the disease appeared io all 
the herds.

How to Manage Cider. 


These receipts have been thoroughly 
tried : 1st. After the cider .has been fer- 
mented sufficiently to give it an agreeable 
taste, put it into a suitable boiler—a large 
wash boiler on a cooking stove will answer 
—and with @ moderate fire bring the 
liquors tothe boiling point, Put off the 
fire, and, when sufliciently cool, put it into 
bottles, cork it up well, and any time there- 
after you will have a beautiful amber color- 
ed liquid — fit men to drink, I 
have never tried to store itinw cask, bat 
see no good reason why it would not keep 
equally as wellin glass. The heating kills 
the fermenting materials, and if carefully 
managed and carried not too far, gives nv 
empyreumatio or utherfavor, 2od. Take 
first quality of cider as it comes from the 


for 


Press, put it -into good, clean oak barrels, 


and to every gallon of jdice add from two 
to three pounds of good brown sugar. 
The sugar should be dissolved in some of 
the juice before being put into s cask, 
after which {t suould be thoroughly rounc- 
ed up with’ a ‘stick or broom handle so 
that all may: be properly mixed and | 
blended,.Care should be taken to. huve 
the cask full.“ Place the casks,with bungs 
out, in @shed or house where it is not too 
warm and let them stand until pretty well | 
fermented, taking care to add from time to 
time some fresh cider to keep the casks full. 
In a few hours fermenting will begin and 
be finished in a greater or less time, accord- 
jing to the temperature of the weather. | 
This can be readily told by the sinking of 
the pomace, and by the cessation of the 
bissing sound, the fermentation should not 
be carried too far. After the casks should 
be lightly buoged ‘and placed in « moder- 
ately warm cellar, and left andisturbed for 
ten or twelve months, at the end) of which | 
time, Ife thé process ~ has been carefully | 
managed, und the cider of good 
quality, made from ripe fruit, you will 
have an article of apple wino far Superior | 
in body, richness and mellowness, to any 
ever made from grapes of this country, 
The streogth of wine will depend upon the 
quantity of sugar added to the juice. Two 
pounds tothe -galion will gives light 
agreeable wice, greatly relished by the 
ladies. Three pounds will give « good 
strong wine, fit for aoy man's palate, I 
6m satisfled if any one will try either of the 
above processes they will never fuil to re- 
peat the operation at each returo 
season. It is advisable to put a proper 
wooden faucet in the end of the keg or bar 
rel before placing itin the cellar so as not 
to disturb wine when it 
settled.— Oincinnatti Gasette,

Halls Journal of Heaith discourses in this 
wise on tho use of tea and coffeo as a bover 
age:— 

“Taking into account the habits of the 
people,tea and coffee for supper and break 
fast add to human health and hfe if a single 
cup be takon at either real and is never 
increased ingtrength, frequency or quanti 
ty. Ifthey were mere stimulantsjand were 
taken thus in moderation and with uni- 
tormity, they would, in time, become either 
inert, the would become #0 
habituated to their employmentas to remain 
as if they 


or system 
in the same reposition to them, 
had never been used; and conséquently, as 
to themselves, they had better never been 
used, as they are so liable to abuse, But 
science aud fact unite in declaring them to 
be a nutricious as well as stimulant; hence 


they will do a new good to the system | 


every day, to the end of life, just ag bread 
and fruits do ; hence we never get tired of 
either, But the use of bread and fruits is 
daily abused by multitudes, and dyspepsia 
and cholera morbus result ; yet we ought 
not to forego their employment oo that 
account, nor should we forego the use of 
ten and coffee because their inordinate use 
gives neuralagia and other ailments, But 
the habitual use of tea and coffee at the last 
and meala of tho day, has another high ad- 
vantage —is productive of incalculable good 
in the way of averting evils. We will drink 
at our meals, and if we do not drink these 
vyg will drink what is worse—cold water, | 
milk or alocholic mixtures. The regular use 
of these last will lead the young to drunk- 
enness ; the considerable employment of | 
simple milk at meals, by sedentary people 
—by all except the robust— will either con 
stipate, or reader bilious; while cold-water 
largely used, thatis, to the extent of aglass 
or two ata meal, especially in cold weather, 
attracts to itself so much of the heat of the 
system in raising said water to the temper- 
ature of the body—about one hundred de- 
grees —thot the process of digestion is arrest 
ed ; in the meantime, giving rise toa death 
ly sickness of stomach,.to twisting pains,co 
yomitings, purgings, and even to cramps, 
to fearful contortions, and sudden death; 
which things would have beep averted, had 
even the same smount of liquid, in the shape 
of a similar amount of hot water bad been 
used. But any one knowing these things, 
and being prejudiced against the pse of 
tea and coffee, would subject bimself to be 
most unpled#antly stared at and questioned 
if not ridiculed, were he to ask fora gluss 
of hot water, But as tea ond coffee. are 
now universal bevérages, are on every table 
aod everybody-isexpected to take one or 
the other asa matter of course, they are 
unwittingly the means of safety and of life 
to multitudes. They save life, where a| 
glass of cold water would have destroyed 
it. So that the use of these beverages is 
not merely allowable, it 18 politic, it is a 
necessity.

Winter Management of Farm 
Stock. 


This will no doubt be considered by some 
of the readers of this Journul, a hackneyed 
subject, yet if they will look around them 
our rémarks may be found applicable iu 
many instances, previously over-looked,— 
Winter is bow upon us; in a sbort time 
we may expect all its rigors and severities, 
at this time the management of domestica: 
ted animals is a matter of the greatest mo: 
ment to the farmer, and demands a large 
portion ot his time and attention, In sum- 
mer, stock, Owing to the mild temperature 
and the supply of herbaceous food trom the 
bountiful hand of nature, will become 
thrifty and ft, whilst winter with its chill- 
ing blasts and severe cold is almost certain 
to reduce the amount of flesh acquired jn 
summer unless, the animals are properly 
eared for, To do this it is important, in 


in incloment weather is next tofood. The 
stock owner who allows his horses to re- 
main in stables that are open and exposed, 
and through which cold draughts are con- 
tantly passing, can scarcely expect them to | 
come out in the .spring—even if they | 
should live to see ity otherwise than dis- 
eased And incapacitated for the duty awaye* | 
ing them. Yet we would not have him go 
tothe other extreme and exclude all light 
and ventilation. While stables should ‘be 
warm and comfortable, they should also 
be lightand well ventilated. Dark stables 
are very injurious to the eyea of borsesand 
improperly ventilated ones are not only 
bad for the eyes, but for every other part 
ofthe animal organization. An animal 
comfortably sheltered during the winter 
will exhibit more thriftiness, and come out 
in the spring in better condition on one 
half the food that is required to produce 
anything approaching a similar result upon 
one that is kept in a cheerless, unbeslthy 
Spartment. These principles apply to ali 
other farm stock as well as the borse.— 
The animal system is suppli¢d with » 
tain amount of carbon, from which heat is 
eliminated, and which is requisite to their 
health and growth, To depreciate or yiti- 
ate this carbon causes disease, and a falling 
off in flerl naturally follows. Good shelter 
and palatable food are the only means by 
which the carbon may be kept in the system 
in proper quantity and quality. A warm 
Ory shelter collects the carbon, and con- 
densed pabulum throws it into the system, 
like throwing fuel into a furnace, for car- 
bon exists in bodies according to the 
amount of matter they contain, without 
reference to the size of the bulk, hence the 
necessity of food being supplied at regular 
intervals, otherwise the carbon in the 
system becomes alternately redundant and 
depreciated and eventually vitiated. The 
result is disease and possibly death 
The importance of a copious supply of 
fresh, wholesome water to stock at all sea- 
sons can scarcely be exaggerated, but in 


winter, especially, the freshest article 


should be furnished them, ns it is not so | 


cold and. consequently will not cause the 
carbon to be thrown from the system too 
precipitately. Water is the drink rather 
than the food of animals. yet it constitutes 
the greater part of their weight, and per- 
forms the most indispensable fonctions in 
the economy of all organized beings ; they

The Baffalo Zzpress is inclined to think 
that the resistance to British authority in 
Red River is the work of the Fenian organ- 
ization. We are not disposed to question 
the correctness of thet opinion. If the 
Fenians thought they bad a chance to an- 
noy Great Britain or Canada by endeav- 
Oring to create a revoltin Red River, even 
if tresulted in the massacre of every man, 
woman aod child in the Territory, they 
would try it, and the Zepress and a large 
portion ot the Americas people would 
throw up their hats and pat the men on the 
back who did it. The Hzpress says :— 


“* We have reason to believe that the Fenian 

organization Is at the bottom of this Red River 
movement; that the Feolan leaders have been 
secretly at work for several months to bring it 
about, and that their later plans have been 
eblefly directed to thelr consummation. If we 
gre not much mislead by what we gather, the 
present occurrences In the Red River country 
form the beginning of the execution of an en- 
tirely new Fenlan programme for whlch It Is 
claimed that the organization has more means 
1o hand and better preparations than it ever 
had before. Should It be the fact, us we belleve, 
that their plans have taken the direction of 
such an Initiative, the Fenian leaders are cer- 
taluly to be credited with more sbrewdoess than 
has hitherto been evinced by them. The fertile 
Britith territory beyond Lake Superior is ab- 
solately indefensible by Canada or England.— 
Neither troops nor supplies can be conveyed 
toltinthe winter season except through the 
United States, Amall Fenian force will suf 
fico to wrest it fromthe Dominion and the 
Crown ; and the territory is of immense extent 
and yaloo, Its Feolan capture would be a de. 
eldely hard blow, both morally and materially 
to the powers, Imperial and Colonial, at which 
Fenian hostility ts aimed.
